XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of January, 
February and March, 1932. 


January.—The chief interest in connection with the month’s rainfall centred in the Kim- 
berley districts, where a substantial portion of the seasonal rains is normally expected during 
that month. The month opened with the situation becoming serious, but during the second 
week rains commenced in the West Kimberley, and continued at intervals until the end of the 
month. While heavy on the coast—Derby showing an excess of over four inches—they weak- 
ened noticeably towards the interior. In the East Kimberley the position was practially unre- 
lieved, stations recording only a small fraction of their normal rainfall. 


Over other parts of the State thundery rains were frequent, being associated with hot and 
sultry weather. In the wheat areas the best falls occurred on the 18th, the 21st, and the 29th. 
They were very variable in amount, but in most instances averages were exceeded and water 
supplies, which were everywhere low at the middle of the month, were largely replenished. 
Over the North-West, Gascoyne and Goldfields the falls were even more erratic, and, although 
many of the totals were over average, they were made up, in most instances, of a number of 
comparatively trivial falls, really useful 24-hour gaugings being rare. A notable exception was 
Gascoyne Junction, where the normal fall was trebled. 


Temperatures as a whole, both maximum and minimum, showed an excess throughout the 
State, some very high registrations being effected over the wheat belt and pastoral districts. 
Although past years have occasionally shown higher readings, it is doubtful if a more trying 


January has ever been experienced, largely owing to the extremely humid conditions which 
prevailed. 


This was especially noticeable in Perth, where the failure of the regular sea-breeze was 


also a factor. It may be interesting to compare the mean temperature recorded in the city 
this Summer with the averages, which are set out in the following table:—

Individual instances of higher means may be found for some of the months, but taking the 
Summer on the whole, a higher general level has never been attained. 
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February.—The only rain-bearing storm of outstanding importance during the month was 
a disturbance of willy-willy type. This originated in Northern Australia, and took the most 
unusual course of traversing the Kimberley country from East to West, and re-curving sharply 
to the Eastward at a point somewhat inland from Broome without at any time passing out to 
sea. Good results accrued in Northern Australia and heavy downpours occurred on the West 
Kimberley coast, ranging’ as’ high as 1943 inches at Broome, 14 inches at Derby and n arly 12 
inches at La Grange Bay, but further to the East the falls were disappointing. © At Fitzroy 
Crossing the average for the month was slightly exceeded, but Wyndham’s fall was. well below 
the month’s normal, while at Hall’s Creek and Turkey Creek, where little rain fell,.apart from 
the willy-willy disturbance, less than half the usual February rainfall Was received. 


Some South coastal showers and a few seattered thunderstorms during the earlier half of 
the month accounted for the whole of the rainfall in other parts of the State, and, except in 
two or three isolated instances, the totals were much below normal, 


The general dryness resulted in widespread bushfires, and, during intervals of feeble wind 
circulation in the latter part of the month, dense palls of smoke, at times intensified by fog, 
hung over the coastal waters, constituting a danger to navigation. 


Like the preceding Summer months, temperatures showed decided excesses above normal 
practically throughout the State. Over coastal distriets this was mainly due to. consistently 
warm temperatures day after day, with but little intense heat, maxima of 109 at Geraldton 
und 110-at-Carnarvon-on-the 23rd-being the outstanding exception to the latter remark. The 
exceptional frequency of humid and sultry weather, however, was more trying even than the 
actual high temperatures, Over inland areas days of intense heat were more frequent. Maxima 
of 105 to 108 deg., and occasionally higher, were experienced during three heat waves on the 
Murchison and North Coolgardie Goldfields, 111 deg. at Laverton on the 3rd and again on the 
18th being the leading registrations. In the Tropies 115 deg. was recorded at three stations— 
Marble Bar, Roebourne and Winning Pool. 


Mention should be made of the notable contrast shown by conditions at Albany. Apart 
from two days, the 24th and 25th, when maxima of 91 and 100 deg. were recorded, the tem- 
perature seldom exceeded 75 deg. 


In Perth the mean maximum for the month was 88.0 deg. or 3.5 deg. above normal, and 
the mean minimum 65.5 deg. or 2.4 deg. above normal. A comparison of the number of hot 
days (maximum over 90 deg.) this Summer, compared with the average for previous years, 
should prove of interest and is set out in the following table:—

March.—Outside of the Kimberley districts, where erratic thunderstorms accounted for 
rain totals of less than half the normal amount, the month’s rainfall was the outcome of a 
single storm towards the end of the month. 


This storm originated in the Cocos Island region, where it had been operating for 
several days before it commenced to affect our shores. These disturbances are known to 
foilow two distinct courses. Some drop to the Southward, become absorbed in the Southern 
low pressure belt, and eventually reach. the Leeuwin with little to distinguish them from 
ordinary Winter ‘‘lows.’’ Others move directly towards our coasts, generally striking the 
North-West corner of the State. When an extensive cloud development oceurred over the 
North-West and Gascoyne on the 24th and 25th, it was concluded that rains would extend 
through the interior of the State, leaving the Coastal districts under fine weather control. 
However, the system took a more Southerly track, and was definitely located off-shore to 
the Northward of Geraldton on the 27th, and the heaviest of the rain developed over the 
Midland areas, the falls gradually dwindling to the Southward and Eastward, although the 
whole State Southward from the Tropic was affected. The system quickly passed across 
the State and brought to the Murchison country the best falls since May last. 


These storms should not be confounded with willy-willies, whieh differ both in intensity 
and in place of origin. Although a few seem to originate somewhere between our North- 
West Coast and Java and move directly on-shore, and others commence their being as far 
afield as the Coral Sea, off the North Queensland Coast, the favourite breeding ground is 
the warm Timor and Arafura seas off the North Australian Coast. 30th of these latter’ 
types first moye westward, round the Kimberley Coasts, and re-curve on to the North-West 
Coast, where they attain their maximum destructiveness. They ean, therefore, as a rule 
be.tracked for days before they develop to the dangerous stage, while in the ease ‘of the 
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Cocos Island storms, the vast extent of ocean renders the determination of the exact course 
of the centre a very uncertain matter unless vessels on the wireless weather list happen to 
be fortunately placed. No such help was available in this instance, and the unusual path of 
the storm was unsuspected until its actual arrival on our shores. 


Examining the rain map in detail, it was found that excesses above normal were 
chiefly confined to the Midland districts. Substantial falls, however, extended through 
North-Eastern and Eastern agricultural areas and portions of the Gascoyne and Murchison 
country. Some of the falls in the Avon Valley were decidedly weak, as also were the metro- 
politan gaugings. Amongst the benefits were the replenishment of water supplies, freeing 
farmers from the burden of carting, which had become almost universal, softening the ground 
for the plough, and the promotion of growth of pasturage for the coming lambing. 


The North-West experienced an almost rainless month, and the Kimberley position re- 
mained serious, La Grange Bay (thanks to two heavy local thunderstorms) being the only 
station to show substantial falls. 


The opening week was marked by phenomenal heat over the North-West, Gascoyne, and 
Goldfields, several stations reporting record maxima for March: 109 deg. at Kalgoorlie, 112 at 
Laverton, 111 at Nullagine, and 116 at Marble Bar being examples. The heat persisted 
throughout the month, though not with the same severity, over the inland North-West and Gas- 
coyne, buf more normal conditions were experienced on the coast and throughout the agricul- 
tural districts.
